Edward seniors / representatives of South 
Africa, accompanied by Ms. Kola, attend¬ 
ed a Model United Nations program at 
Gannon University. 

The Gannon University High 
School Model United Nations is, as the 
name suggests, modeled after the real 
United Nations. While some changes have 
been made due to time constraints, the 
rules and committees of the Gannon 
Model UN closely parallel the rules and 
committees of the United Nations. The 
Gannon Model UN consists of The 
General Assembly and 6 committees. Each 
representative is assigned to one of the 
committees, where they debate and pass a 
resolution. After a resolution is passed, it 
goes to the General Assembly where a pro 
and a con speech are given and the resolu¬ 
tion is voted upon. Topics for this years 
committees included Reconstructing 


Afghanistan, Control of International 
Small Arms, Protection of World 
Rainforest Resources, Genetic 

Engineering and Cloning, Establishing a 
Palestinian State, and the Elimination of 
Human Trafficking. 

The students involved found the 
trip to be not only fun, but also education¬ 
al. As Ms. Kola explained, “Most High 
School students have no idea how the UN 
works, so programs like the Gannon 
Model United Nations can really be an 
eye-opener for many kids.” 

Chris Zwick concurred, saying,

my experiences at Gannon, not only do 1 
understand it, but I am interested in major¬ 
ing in International Relations in college.

The festivities started at 11 AM 
on Saturday, November 16, with an eclec¬ 
tic collection of musicians playing folk 
music on a stage erected no more than 100 
feet from the front gate of the Fort 
Benning Army Base. This was a warming 
sight to the tired eyes of the eleven stu¬ 
dents from St. Ed’s, Laurel School, Walsh 
Jesuit, Fairview, and Trinity, who after a 
straight 14-hour drive, went straight to the 
protest. The air was cold but the atmos¬ 
phere was obviously filled with love and 
peaceful tranquillity that was quickly 
absorbed by our group. People from all 
over the United States, even some from 
various other countries, came to this spot 
to fight for something they believed in. 

The second day saw less singing, 
but the same atmosphere of peace emanat¬ 
ed through the crowd as they listened to 
speeches by celebrities such as Susan 
Sarandon and Bonnie Raitt. This all led up 
to the climax of the protest, the annual 
“Funeral Procession.” Every year, thou¬ 
sands of people line up on the main street 
that leads up to the gate of the base. As the 
procession started, the mood of the crowd 
changed from that of a loud protest to that 
of a somber remembrance. The leaders on 
stage would sing the name and age of a 
person murdered by a SoA graduate, and 
the crowd responded with “presente.” The 
procession began at 10:45 AM and contin-

Everyone gave something 
though. In front of the Fort Benning Bas 
sign, a group created a mass gravesite. 
People laid on the ground and placed black 
clothes over their faces. Some people took 
pictures, others prayed, some even cried. 
All of this occurred over the course of five 
hours. Soon after the procession ended, the 
protest continued with more speeches and 
songs 

But, by 6 p.m. there was no sign 
of the people that had been there the past 
days. As quickly as it had begun, it was all 
over. While the peacefulness and legitima¬ 
cy of the protest where marred when a 
group of people crossed onto the base and 
were promptly and rightfully arrested, the 
message that the group had met to preach 
was not diminished.
